As far as Roy et al. , Roy et al., the management station sends a HTTP request, and in turns sends a DLP broadcast request. It does the 
DLP request is a search for the SNMP agent, referred to as the scanner device. As far as sending a something to the scanner apparatus, 
it send a list of devices, which is referred to a response. In order to use the device, the terminal apapartus information must be sent from 
the terminal apparatus. The search signal is the DLP broadcast request. The claimed language indicates "the search packet being utilized 
to search for a scanner apparatus." Kumpf and Roy et al. disclose the process of searching for a scanner appartus. 



A thorough review of prior art in Toyoda (US 6,880,019) filed and considered by the examiner in IDS, showed the network scanner 
automically obtains the IP address of The PC and directly transmit image data to the PC. This meets the claim language for "receive, from 
the terminal apparatus, terminal information, the terminal information including an IP address of the terminal apparatus and transmit , to 
the terminal apparatus, the scanned image data , based on the IP address of the terminal apparatus included in the received terminal 
information. This prior art reads on the claimed language. 

Regarding Uhler, per [0062], discloses that , authentication server 206 may decrypt client 200's request or may request client 200 submit a 
username and password which is then verified by cross checking the submitted information or by an alternative method. Itoh discloses a 
means at the scanner apparatus in which the user can input the password. 
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
